I verily believe the 773 patent to be wholly or partly inoperative by reason of my 
claiming of more than I had a right to claim. 

Specifically, the 773 patent claims omitted certain novel and preferred 
embodiments of the invention that are disclosed in the specification. These embodiments include 
a three-layered sandwich fibre web, and the process for making the same. The inadvertent 
omission of these embodiments from the patented claims unnecessarily limits the scope of the 
773 patent. 

Thus, the present application is filed to present new claims 1 1- 16 to remedy the 
error caused by this inadvertent omission by now including claims directed to such additional 
embodiments. As patent protection for all the preferred embodiments is desired, some of the 
originally issued claims have been retained herein. The new claims now cover the process for 
making a sandwich fibre web in addition to the fabric itself. 

All errors corrected in the present reissue application arose without any deceptive 
intention on my part. 

I hereby declare that all statements made herein of my own knowledge are true 
and that all statements made on information and belief are believed to be true; and further that 
these statements were made with the knowledge that willful false statements and the like so 
made are punishable by fine or imprisonment, or both, under Section 1001 of Title 18 of the 
United States Code and that such willful statements may jeopardize the validity of the 
application or any patent issuing thereon.
